Sensible Tulk. 


At a receut gathering of farmers in south- 


ern Illinois, one farmer gave the following 
sensible advice to his fellow tillers of the 
soil: 


First of all carry on mixed farming 


While a specialty is a good thing when it h 
something out of the usual line, and whei 
the demand for it is insured, yet to ra'si 
simply oue crop, such as corn or oats, is to 
make oneself a slave to the markets. This 
is where a great many miss it. Tlmy wil 
have a large crop of corn and devote al 
their attention in thatdiruotion, and perhaps 
when they have their crop ready to sell the 
market price is very low, and consecjuentlj 
they must sell ut a sacrifice. In this way 
they lose money and have no other crop t< 
depend upon. 


It is too often the case that if the farmers 


of a certain neighborhood see a neighbor 
making money by cultivating a certain crop, 
they will Uim their attention to the same 
thing and, perhaps, make some ni'iney also. 
Then the farmers of othei communitie", 
and in the course of a short, in other states, 
follow their example and the consequence 
is the market is oveicrowded, and then the 
fa'ling of sellini,' prices.
